ORDERS 

New Delhi, the 15th July 1975 

S.O. 353(E).—^In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Com¬ 
modities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order further to amend the Aluminium (Control) Order, 1970, namely:— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Aluminium (Control) Second Amendment Order, 
1975. 

(2) It shall come info force at once. 

2. In the Aluminium (Control) Order, 1970, for clause 9, the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely;— 

“9. Powers of examination, entry, search, and seizure—(1) The Controller, or 
such Gazetted officer of the Central Government or of the State Govern¬ 
ment, as may be authorised by the Central Government in this behalf, 
may,— 

(a) examine— 

(i) any books, accoimts or records relating to the production or manufacture 
of aluminium and belonging to or under the control of a producer or 
manufacturer, 
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(ii) any books, accounts or records relating to the purchase, sale or other 

transaction in aluminium and belonging to or under the control of a 
dealer, 

(iii) any stocks of aluminium belonging to or under the control of any producer, 

manufacturer or dealer; 

(b) enter or search— 

(i) any premises where aluminium is produced, manufactured or sold or 

where the Controller or the officer authorised has reason to believe 
that a contravention of this Order in respect of the aluminium has 
been, is being, or is about to be committed, 

(ii) any vehicle or other conveyance which is being or is about to be used 

or which the Controller or the officer authorised has reason to believe, 
is being or is about to be used, for carrying aluminium; 

and the Controller or the officer authorised to make the examination, entry or search 
may seize— 

(i) any aluminium in respect of which he has reason to believe that a contravention 

of this order has been, is being, or is about to be, committed and any 
packages, coverings or receptacles in which such aluminium are found; 

(ii) any vehicle or other conveyance used in carrying such aluminium, if he has 
. reason to believe that such vehicle or other conveyance is liable to be 

forfeited under the provisions of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 
of 1955); 

(iii) any hooks of accounts and documents which in his opinion would be useful for, 

or relevant to, any proceedings under the said Act; Provided that such books 
shiM -hh-®on ^may be after aich seizure-, and in my case not 
later than thirty days fro* the date of the seizure after copies thereof or 
eattaets therefrom, as certified by the Controller or other officer, who 
seized the same, have been taken. 

(2> The provisions of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 (2 of 1974) relating to 
search and seizure shall, as far as may be, apply to searches and ' seizures under this 
clause.”

S.O. 355(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essential Cbm- 
modibes Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
order further to amend the Aluminium (Control) Order, 1970, namely:— 

1. (1) This order may bo called the Aluminium (Control) Third Amendment Order, 
1975. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Aluminium (Control) Order, 1970,— 

(a) In clause 2,— 

(i) after sub-clause (c), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, namely:— 

'(cc) “levy aluminium” means aluminium in regard to which an order has 
been made by the Central Government undci’ clause (fl of sub-section (2) 
of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955;’; 

(ii) after sub-clause (c), the (following sub-clause shall be inserted, namely;— 

‘(ee) “retention price” means the price fixed by the Central Government, in 
respect of each producer, per tonne of aluminium produced and sold 
by such producer’; 

(iii) for sub-clause (f), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

'(f) “sale price” means the ex-factory price payable by the purchaser of alu¬ 
minium, inclusive of dealer’s commission, but exclusive of excise duties, 
central sales tax or local taxes, if any, and 'also exclusive of transporta¬ 
tion charges or insurance charges if any;’; 

(b) to clause 4, the following proviso shall be added, namely;— 

“Provided that only one price shall be fixed for levy aluminium of the same 
specification, whether produced in different areas or in different factories 
in India.”; 

(c) after clause 4, the following clauses shall be inserted, namely;— 

"4A Fixation of retention price of levy aluminium. —The Central Government 
may, having regard to all relevant factors, including the estim'ated cost 
of production of aluminium produced by a producer, by order, fix from 
time to time the retention price in respect of levy aluminium produced 
and sold by such proudeer and different retention prices may he fixed 
in respect of levy aluminium of different specifications produced by such 
producer, 

4B Special provisions in repaid to levy aluminium .— (1) An account, to be 
called the Aluminium Regulation Account, shall be maintained by tho 
Controller or by such other officer or authority as may be specified by 
the Central Government in this behalf, 

(2) Where the retention price in respect of levy aluminium of any specification 
produced by any pro-duccr is lower than the sale price in respect of levy 
aluminium of that specification, fixed under clause 4, sudh producer 
shall, as soon as may be after each sale, and in any case not later 
than such period as may be snecified by the Controller in this behalf, 
pay into the A’’minium Rceulation a- an amount equivalent to

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(3) Where the retention price in respect of levy aluminium of any specification 
produced by any producer is higher than the sale price in respect of 
levy aluminium of that si>eciftcation, fixed under clause 4, such producer 
shall be paid from the money standing to the credit of the Aluminium 
Regulation Account, an amount equivalent to the difference between 
the retention price and sale price in respect of each tonne of levy 
aluminium of I'nat specification sold by him. 

4C. Power to issue directions to supply levy aluminium, —(1) The Central 
Government may, from time to time, by order, issue directions to any 
producer to supply to.— 

(a) the Central Government, including any department or organisation of, 

or under, that Government, or 

(b) a State Government, or 

(c) a statutory corporation, including an Electricity Board, or 

(d) any other person, 

levy aluminium of such specification and in such quantities as may be specified in the 
order and at a price not exceeding the price fixed under clause 4. 

(2) Where any direction is issued to any producer under sub-clause (1) for supply of 
levy aluminium to,— 

(a) the Central Government, including any department or organisation of, 
or under, that Government, or 

(h) a State Government, or 

(c) an Electricity Board, 

that Government, department or organisation or Board may either arrange to take 
delivery of the aluminium by itself or nomintite any person, organisation or aulhority to 
take delivery of the levy aluminium.’’; 

fd) in clause 5, for the words ‘The Central Government may”, the words 
“subject to the provisions of clause 4C, the Central Government may” 
shall be substituted,
